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Wild horse killings 
make 16 in three years 

Reward offered for information

A $2,000 reward is Iwing 
offered by the Olds-based 
Wild Horses of Alberta 
Society, a group that mon¬ 
itors wild horses in 
Alberta, for information 
leading to the conviction 
of the person or persons 
responsible for killing 
three horses west of 
Sundre, say officials 

Alberta Sustainable 
Resource Development 
(SRD) is also asking for 
public tips 

The horses, two adults 
and a colt, were found 
about 20 metres off an oil- 
site roadway on Crown 
land southwest of 
Bearbeny on Jan I, said 
Rick Smee, a forest offi¬ 
cer at the Sundre SRD 
office 

Smee believes the ani¬ 
mals had been shot about 
10 days before being 
found 

"We sure don't want to 
see them shot and left to 
waste out there,* said 
Smee 

It is illegal under the 
Criminal Code to shoot 
the animals 

There are between 150 
and 200 feral horses west 
of Sundre The animals 
are likely decedents of 
horses used in logging 


operations generations 
ago, according to Smee 

The horses are not con¬ 
sidered wildlife or live¬ 
stock, falling under the 
authority of the lands divi¬ 
sion of SRD 

The dead horses were 
discovered by Bob 
Henderson, president of 
the Wild Horses of Alberta 
Society. 

"I was out in the area 
taking pictures when I 
came across them,’ said 
Henderson 

There was a bullet hole 
in the skull of one of the 
horses, he said. 

There have been 16 wild 
horses shot and left in the 
same general area over the 
|iast three years, he said 


"I can't comprehend 
why anyone would just 
want to shoot them and 
just leave them,” he said. 
“The killings all happened 
at the same time of the 
year.* 

Initially a $500 reward 
was offered by the Wild 
Horses of Alberta Society, 
but that has been upped to 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Alberta Sustainable 
Resource Development 
says the horses are feral. 

Henderson disagrees, 
saying they are wild.
